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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-10 are allowable because the prior art alone or in combination does not 
teach or fairly suggest a shielding cage comprising a bottom member, a conductive 
cover, exterior sidewalls having an exterior grounding leg, wherein at least one interior 
wall includes at least one interior grounding leg depending downwardly therefrom 
through a corresponding opening disposed in the bottom member for connection to a 
grounding circuit on a circuit board, taken in combination with the other claimed 
features. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are allowable because the prior art alone or in combination 
does not teach or fairly suggest a shielding cage comprising a base plate with first 
grounding pins and a conductive cover which cooperatively form a hollow receptacle, 
wherein at least one interior wall includes second grounding pins extending along a 
lower edge and through corresponding openings disposed in the base plate, and further 
including engagement tabs received in the base plate and cover member, taken in 
combination with the other claimed features.
